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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment after rce received on 08/16/04. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. As to claim 1 8, it is unclear what is the general latitude of the fault and what is 
the general latitude of the sensor. The word "general" can have multiple interpretations 
for example if the latitude of the sensor is at a slight angle to the fault; it would interpret 
that they are at two different latitudes. 

3. As to claim 18, the phrase "the general latitude" lacks antecedent basis". 

4. As to claim 1 9, it is not clear what is meant by "signal is a ringing" 

5. As to claim 20, it is not clear what is meant by the phrase "the general 
predominant frequency". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Helms (5,148,110). 
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8. As to claims 1 8 - 20, Helms discloses a method of determining a general latitude 
of a fault within the earth with a sensor including a frequency component of at least one 
of electrical and magnetic signal (col. 5, lines 37 -41 ) coming from the fault is being 
sensed by the sensor (40, fig. 1) with general latitude of the fault (fig. 1), wherein the 
general latitude of the fault is different that the general latitude of the sensor (fig. 4, 
antenna 12 is receiving the signals and is almost perpendicular to the latitude of the 
fault). 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed on 08/16/04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

10. Although claim 18 has been amended to recite that the signal is at least one of 
electrical and magnetic signal, such language is not believetto distinguish over Helms. 
Since Helms discloses that the signal is at least one of electrical and magnetic signal 
(col. 5, lines 37-41).
